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PRISON SENTENCE 


FOLLOWS. 


EFORE Ju Shannon and a jury at 
B the Dublin Circuit Criminal Court yes- 
terday, John McKenna, a young man, 
who gave an address in Oliver Plunkett 
street, Cork, pleaded not guilty to wounding, 
with ‘intent, é: eter Kelly, licensed publica, 
Ashtown, Co. Dublin, on February 19th last. 
Mr. M. Lennon (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted, and the prisoner 
was not professionally represented 
Detective Sergeant Mark Byrne gave ew- 
dence of a statement made by prisoner. in 
the course of that statement t prisoner said 
that he arrived in Dublin from Cork about 
ama 12th, and got lodgings in Mar!- 
strect. On t night of February 
18th iy be walked out to Ashtown and gained 
admission to Kelly's public-house through a 
skylight window about 2 a.m. He made his 
way downstairs and into the bar. He opened 
the cash ster and found no money in it. 
He then a few hotties of whiskey 
and some boxes of cigarettes, with the inten, 
tion of selling them. He then heard someone 
coming ee argh and Mr. Kelly appeared at 
the door the 
The statement sonn on'‘1 struck. the 
light. out of. his hand, and he immediately 
with me in the dark. He tore me 
over the left eye and got blows ny me twice 
on the left eye and my left ear. He cut me 
on the wrists and on the hands and on the 
face, and I was covered with blood. All the 
time he had a oo ai of me by the 
throat. To try and him off me, | struck 
him on the head web a bottle of whiskey, 
still held on.

“When he started to shout for someone to 
come down from upstairs 1 threatened to shoot 
him, but he did not mind, -All the time | 
wanted to get to the front door to get out, 
and he kept hanging on to me. 1 put all my 
strength into one last twist, and i managed 
to throw him to the floor. He held on to 
me by the leg, and then 1 drew a knife and 
threatened to “put it into him, Still he would 
not let go, and kept shouting. 1 admired him 
for tnat, and did not use the knife on him. 
In the end I got away from him and out by 
the front door. 1 went to the canal and 
washed the blood off myself and went back 
to Dublin, and on the Monday I went to 
Cork by 'bus.” 

Mr. Kelly gave evidence, in which he stated 
that the prisoner struck him on the forehead 
with a whiskey bottle, He put his two 
thumbs into the prisoner’s mouth and held on 
to him, saying : : “You'll not have it all your 
own way.” MeKenna struck him again with 
#three-cornered whiskey bottle. 

The prisoner, in evidence, said that Mr. 
Kellv attacked him “ like a mad bull,” Wit- 
ness thought he was dealing with a ‘unatic at 
large, whose very actions convinced him 
that he was going to take his life. 1f witness 
had not got away from him, he would have 
been the subject of an inquest himself.
